Then they can help themselves 
to an impressive array of soups, 
salads, breads and desserts, made 
by church members. The gather- 
ing has become a way to con- 
nect with friends and neighbors, 
enjoy a good meal, come away 
with a beautifully crafted bowl 
and help those in need at the 





same time. 


One hundred percent of the 
proceeds from the event are do- 
nated to Help by Phone. In ad- 
dition to the revenue from the 
sales of tickets, participants will 
be able to purchase a wide variety 
of handmade ceramics. All the 
money from those sales will also 
go to the nonprofit organization. 
Additional donations are always 
welcome. 

In past years the events have 
generated approximately $5,000 


City Seeks Federal Funds 
For Two Police Initiatives 


In response to an invitation 
from Congressman Steny Hoyer, 
the city recently submitted re- 
quests for funding of two pub- 
lic safety initiatives — a com- 
puter-aided dispatch and records 
management system and an in- 
teroperable radio communications 
system. Both would improve co- 
ordination of information between 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
and other public safety agencies 
with Prince George’s County and 
the National Capital Region. 

According to Hoyer’s letter, 
however, submittal of the request 
does not guarantee federal fund- 
ing for either project. 

Computer System 

A computer-aided dispatch 
(CAD) and record management 
system (RMS), now in use by 
many police departments across 
the nation, utilizes technology 
to support police officers re- 
sponding to calls by providing 
information on all written re- 
ports in custody of the agency, 
such as known offenders, wanted 
persons, caution indicators and 
persons with previous contact 
with officers. The lack of such 
technology was the only short- 
coming in an otherwise glowing 
evaluation of the department in 
its accreditation by the Commis- 
sion for the Accreditation of Law 
Enforcement Agencies (CALEA) 
in November 2006. 

Similarly, for the past five 
years, Greenbelt has been part 
of a five-community coalition 
— with Hyattsville, Bladensburg, 
Mt. Rainier and Riverdale Park 
— working on sharing crime data 
with the potential of establishing 


a combined communications sys- 
tem. A key aspect of this coali- 
tion is a CAD system and RMS. 

Greenbelt and Hyattsville have 
taken the lead and are in the pro- 
cess of finalizing the selection of 
a system to coordinate informa- 
tion from all the jurisdictions. 

It 1s estimated to cost 
$750,000. 

Communications 

The second initiative will en- 
hance communications between 
law enforcement agencies. Prince 
George’s County is installing a 
state-of-the-art public safety com- 
munications system to provide 
county public safety agencies with 
interoperable communications 
with other public safety agen- 
cies in the region. The county 
is making the system available to 
municipal police agencies. 

While the county is providing 
the infrastructure in necessary re- 
lay towers, the municipal depart- 
ments have to upgrade their radio 
communications equipment. 

Greenbelt is thus seeking 
$500,000 to replace the current 
hand-held and vehicle radio com- 
munications equipment that will 
be incompatible with the new 
county public safety communica- 
tions system. 

Each will significantly improve 
the department’s ability to provide 
public safety in Greenbelt while 
creating a means to communicate 
with other police departments in 
Maryland’s Fifth Congressional 
District and the National Capitol 
Region. 

The city’s contribution would 
be $250,000 for the two projects, 
for a total cost of $1,250,000.

Assn. Meets Mar. 3 

The Greenbelt West Resi- 
dents Association (GWRA) 
was created to address quality 
of life issues facing residents 
of Empirian Village and what 
is commonly referred to as the 
west side of Greenbelt, Green- 
belt West. The nonprofit orga- 
nization, founded in December 
2008, wants to empower its 
members, neighbors and local 
businesses through community 
action and education and make 
the neighborhood and the city 
a better place. 

GWRA initially has focused 
on maintenance issues in Em- 
pirian Village. 

The officers, President Che 
Sayles, Vice President Clem 
Wilkerson, Treasurer Cynthia 
Leland and Willie Stewart, 
head of Neighborhood Watch, 
want to widen the associa- 
tion’s reach. They plan to start 
a Neighborhood Watch pro- 
gram, organize a summer so- 
cial event for residents and set 
up a voter education initiative 
for the November city council 
elections. 

GWRA holds meetings at 
7:30 p.m. at Springhill Lake 
Elementary School the first 
Tuesday of every month ex- 
cept April and November when 
there will be no meetings. 
The next meeting is on Tues- 
day, March 3. The organiza- 
tion has already collaborated 
with Empirian Village manage- 
ment and the city council and 
staff in hopes of working with 
more citizens and community 
groups in the future. 


Lower Cost Beats a Hybrid 
In City’s Truck Purchase

Before the Greenbelt City 
Council could approve the pur- 
chase of a new gas-powered 
pickup truck for use by the Pub- 
lic Works Department at its regu- 
lar meeting on February 23, it 
had to defend this position to an 
outspoken citizen. Bull Orleans 
challenged council to put a fi- 
nancial commitment behind its 
pro-environmental stance. 

The half-ton pickup truck 
with an extended cab and tow- 
ing package, eventually approved 
unanimously for purchase, will be 
obtained through a state bid at a 
cost of $16,446, about $6,500 
less than the budgeted amount. 
Public Works Director Ken Hall 
had surveyed local dealers and 
determined that the price on the 
state bid was probably the lowest 
available. 

Hall said a hybrid truck that 
would meet the city’s needs was 
available through state bid for 
about twice the price of the gas- 
powered version selected. The 
department had applied for a 
grant to help with the extra cost 
of a hybrid truck but the applica- 
tion was turned down. Hall said 
no natural gas trucks were avail- 
able through state bid. 


Orleans stated his appreciation 
of council’s concern with cost, 
with the proposed truck’s price 
being well under the amount 
budgeted for its purchase but he 
asked when the city would make 
a real-life commitment to going 
green by paying the increased 
price for a hybrid, even without 
the assistance of a grant. He 
reminded councilmembers of their 
previous discussions to improve 
on the city’s petroleum-powered 
fleet of vehicles, with the envi- 
ronmental costs they incur. He 
questioned if the truck has a 
diesel engine that could use low- 
sulfur fuel. 

Mayor Judith Davis explained 
to Orleans the need for a balance 
between environmental conscious- 
ness and fiscal responsibility, 
especially during the present dif- 
ficult economic times. 

Complex Machines 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts commented that hybrids are 
very complex machines. He 
questioned their life span, which 
at this time is unknown. Roberts 
favors natural gas vehicles and 
suggested the more beneficial

Restaurant Brawl Is Focus 
Of City Council’s Attention

Three members of the mo- 
torcycle club Platinum Rollers 
addressed the Greenbelt City 
Council on February 23 to com- 
municate the club’s community 
and charity-driven focus after a 
violent incident occurred recently 
during their weekly gathering at a 
local restaurant. 

According to remarks by 
Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze, two Greenbelt police of- 
ficers were assaulted at the TGI 
Friday’s restaurant on Wednesday, 
January 28 after some unruly pa- 
trons had been asked to leave. 

The incident occurred during 
the weekly gathering of motorcy- 
cle clubs known as “Bike Night” 
and required 30 additional police 
officers from surrounding com- 
munities to restore order. 

Those responsible for the as- 


saults were not regulars of the 
restaurant, Craze said. He added 
that one member of the Platinum 
Rollers, Sean Parker, suffered a 
broken ankle after he jumped into 
the fray to help the officers. 

Platinum Rollers president 
Reggie Norris said he wanted to 
let council know, in the aftermath 
of the TGI Friday’s incident, 
what the club was about. He 
also asked Mayor Judith Davis 
about local charities that the club 
could get involved with. 

“The motorcycle community 
at large is about giving back to 
the community,” Norris said. He 
was accompanied by Parker, on 
crutches, and Platinum Rollers 
vice president Paul Brown. Nor- 
ris added that many motorcycle

A True Greenbelter, 
Steadily Recovering 


I visited Wayne Williams at 
home the other day and was re- 
minded of what a wonderful man 
he is. I served with Wayne on 
the Greenbelt Labor Day Festival 
Committee during the 1990s and 
again this past year. I write to let 
you know that Wayne is okay. In 
fact, he looks great, particularly 
considering the recent trauma he 
experienced in a vicious mugging. 
You probably remember the story 
from Christmas Eve last year. 
Wayne had dropped his wife off 
at his church in College Park and 
was accosted in the parking lot 
shortly thereafter. He suffered 
a horrific beating and was in in- 
tensive care precariously hanging 
onto life for a few days. 

I won’t recount all of the de- 
tails of the incident. Suffice it to 
say his face was essentially shat- 
tered. He related to me that the 
treatment process involved four 
teams of doctors. They clearly 
did a tremendous job. He has 
plates in his cheek and mouth 
and a reconstructed nose. He 
also had to have his eye socket 
rebuilt. But, as another testa- 
ment to the actual occurrence of 
miracles, he is walking and talk- 
ing and recovering about as well 
as can be expected. Wayne noted 


that he had a reality check when 
the doctors told him later that he 
nearly died three times. You see, 
Wayne never realized how badly 
he was hurt. 

We spoke mostly of his con- 
tinuing recovery process and he 
was able to chuckle several times 
at some points in the story. He 
asked one of his doctors why he 
seemed to be crying a lot. The 
doctor responded that his tear 
ducts had been destroyed. Wayne 
found the logic humorous. He 
also noted that the right side of 
his face gets cold quickly, prob- 
ably from the titanium plates 
holding it together. There is a 
negative side to report, however. 
He cannot see out of his right 
eye. Doctors do not yet know if 
he will recover his sight in that 
eye but are hopeful. He also 
continues to battle various infec- 
tions but says he is responding 
well to his latest treatment. 

Wayne showed me some pic- 
tures of the church with a sign 
they had erected thanking the 
police and the community for 
assisting Wayne. He says he 
has received hundreds of cards 
and wishes to let you all know 
how appreciative he is of your 
thoughts and prayers. He says he 
will write back when he can and 
apologizes for the delay. (Apolo- 
gizes?) He is still a thought- 
ful, caring, compassionate guy. 
Those of us who know him know 
he is the least likely person to 
have an incident like this occur 
in his life. 

As to his attacker, he noted 
only what a long criminal record 
he had and that there apparently 
were many other incidents involv- 
ing violence in this man’s life, 
including a conviction for invol- 
untary manslaughter. But here’s 
the thing about Wayne. He was 
found shortly after calling 911 by 
a mother and her daughter, who

Ted Kliman 

My father confronted the idea 
of death long before he became 
ill and his organs conspired to 
sap him of his seemingly bound- 
less vitality. 

In 1977 he was 47 years old 
with a wife, two sons, a house 
and a good job, making doc- 
umentary films and, with my 
mother, scripting plays, directing 
theater on the side. It was, by 
any ordinary measure, a good 
life. And yet this was, for my 
father, not enough. 

My father was a restless soul, 
a seeker, and he longed to make 
something durable, something 
lasting — longed to leave behind 
the collaborative worlds of film 
and theater and stretch himself 
as an artist. 

He raised himself on the 
Beats, on Kerouac, on the notion 
that freedom was something that 
must be earned and that a life in 
search of something, anything, 
was preferable to the boredom 
and desolation of conformity. 

At Maryland Institute, he re- 
made himself in his own image. 

He painted with an urgency 
that seemed, to me, almost des- 
perate — painted as if his life 
depended on it. 

Sacrificing the normal creature 
comforts that most people scratch 
and claw for and arrange their 
lives around, he had wrested for 
himself the ultimate freedom. He 
had stolen fire. 

The paintings were big. They 
towered over him — the aspira- 
tion to reach beyond himself 
built into the height and length of 
the canvasses themselves — and

he filled them with his images, 
one after another, perfecting his 
technique, honing his craft... 
becoming himself. The paint- 
ings, always, were less important 
than the painting — the process, 
always, mattering more than the 
result. 

In time he found his voice 
by transforming cloth — simple 
cloth — into something lumi- 
nous, mysterious, almost tactile 
— a representation of a reality 
that improved upon reality. In 
these folds, sharp creases along- 
side soft, undulant swaths, he 
expressed the contradictions that 
watred within: anger and tender- 
ness, the ordinary and the spiri- 
tual, darkness and light. 

As the years wore on he made 
a decision. He did not care if he 
made money or not. Money was 
not important, meaning was. 

And, refining his vision, turn- 
ing inward, he embarked on the 
Lamentations series — more than 
a hundred images. Enrobed fig- 
ures, figures alternately concealed 
and revealed arrayed in attitudes 
of suffering or drifting toward 
the beyond. The darkness and 
the light together. The mate- 
rial world and the spiritual world 


together. Color and the absence 
of color. He had united the du- 
alities. 


Some years ago he received 
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within a span of a few weeks a 
letter from a priest and a letter 
from a prisoner. He read and 
reread these letters for weeks. 
They moved him deeply. What 
was a few thousand dollars, he 
said, when you could receive a 
letter like this from a stranger 
— two strangers, actually, and at 
opposite ends of life — that was 
testament to the fact that your vi- 
sion, your deepest, most personal 
expression shook them to their 
core? 

His work — the work — hangs 
in more than 200 public and pri- 
vate collections. His techniques 
have been dissected in a textbook 
on drawing; he toured the country 
giving lectures and attending ex- 
hibitions. Yet what always mat- 
tered to him most was the simple, 
heartfelt thanks that people who 
claimed to know nothing about 
art expressed to him. 

To know that he had con- 
nected. 

My father always believed 
that his work would outlive him. 
Like all those who pursue a spiri- 
tual path, he felt sure that he 
would be understood better in 
another time, not his own. My 
father lived an amazing life, a 
rich life, one of adventure, pas- 
sion and purpose. 

These are excerpts from Todd

tactic would be to encourage the 
state to include such vehicles on 
their bids and also to encourage 
more natural gas filling stations. 
According to Councilmember 
Konrad Herling, a diesel model 
of the truck selected could be 
special ordered at an increased 
cost of $6,000 or $7,000. Rob- 
erts countered that diesel engines, 
even those using low-sulfur fuel, 
still contribute to pollution. He 
said there is no such thing as a 
“green vehicle,” adding that the 
environmental costs of manu- 
facture must also be considered 
when comparing different vehicle 


types.

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Greenbelt Author Marj Donn 
Publishes Her First Novel

Marj Donn is well-known in 
Greenbelt. She and her husband 
Bert have lived in the center city, 
first in GHI and then on Wood- 
land Way for more than 45 years. 
She has been actively involved 
in the Greenbelt Writers Group 
and the Paint Branch Unitarian 
Universalist Church. 

Spurred by her husband’s in- 
terest and participation in the 
Greenbelt Peace Committee and 
later the Prince George’s Peace 
and Justice Coalition, Marj once 
helped Bert make an anti-arms 
statement by pulling a home- 
made model of an ICBM missile 
in the Greenbelt Labor Day Pa- 
rade. The missile then sat on the 
street in front of their Woodland 
Way home for quite a while. 

Under her full name, Marjory 
Maxwell Donn, Marj has just 
published her first novel, “2016: 
A Novel of America and the 
World.” The novel contains a 
discussion guide suitable for use 
by a book discussion group. 

The author describes the nov- 
el’s setting — 2016 — as being a 
world not too different from our 
own today. The leading character, 
Martha Greenberg, cannot bear to 
think about the world’s problems 
and has tuned out the everyday 
news. Martha’s husband Monty, 
however, is deeply involved in 
a world-wide mediation training 
center in London. Peace and 
environmental issues, the United 


Nations and world trade all have 
a place in the novel. 
Palestinian Viewpoint 

A major subplot takes place in 
Israel and Palestine, providing a 
Palestinian point of view. Marj 
indicated that when she started 
writing the work in 2003, the 
U.S. media rarely published news 
from a Palestinian viewpoint. 
Now she feels that the situation 
is somewhat better. 

This is the third novel Marj has 
written but the first to be published. 
The first book was a learning expe- 
rience, she said; the second, of 
novella length, may be broadened 
and published in the future. 

Marj has previous publishing 
experience through her denomi- 
nation, much of it in the area of 
peace and justice and the environ- 
ment. She co-authored a study 
curriculum for middle school 
students on world religions. 

She was also the editor and 
major author of “The Worth and 
Dignity of All People” and “Ex- 
periences with the Web of Life,” 
both now used by Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Sunday school classes 
throughout the continent. 

Since the novel took five years 
to complete, Marj somewhat jok- 
ingly commented that she decided 
to self-publish it so that it could 
be published before 2016. 

Out since December, the book 
will be available at the Co-op 
grocery store.

The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living (GAIL) Program has an- 
nounced that beginning March 9 
Greenbelt will be a location for 
the Governor’s Wellmobile. On 
the second and fourth Mondays 
of every month from 9 a.m. to 
3 p.m., the Wellmobile will be 
located at Springhill Lake El- 
ementary School at 6060 Sprin- 
ghill Drive. 

Established in 1994, the Gov- 
ernor’s Wellmobile Program is 
administered by the University 
of Maryland School of Nursing 
and comprises four mobile health 
clinics staffed with family nurse 
practitioner faculty members, 
registered nurses and bilingual 
outreach workers. Well equipped 
vans permit the provision of 
health services, screenings and 
education to uninsured or under- 
insured Marylanders at multiple 
community-based sites. 

Eligibility 

Eligibility 1s limited to per- 

sons who are not insured or are 


underinsured: that is, those who 
do not have medical insurance, 
are not covered by Medicare or 
Medicaid, have insurance with 
limited coverage or a high de- 
ductible and who do not qualify 
for other state and federal health 
care programs.

Nurse practitioners see patients 
and provide services for: sick 
visits (by appointment or walk 
in); physical exams for children 
and adults, including school and 
sports physicals; simple screen- 
ings, including blood pressure 
and vision; pap smears; and pros- 
tate screenings.

Exhibit on African American Jockeys 


Bowie’s Belair Stable Museum 
has a new, expanded permanent 
exhibit, “America’s First Sports 
Heroes,” which highlights the his- 
tory of African American jockeys 
and their long untold story. 

Thoroughbred racing has 
thrilled American spectators since 
the beginning of the 18th century 
but the pivotal role of African 
American jockeys in the earli- 
est days of American racing re- 
mained almost unheralded until 
recent times. Many were slaves 
who were grooms skilled in the 
care of the horses they rode. 


Thirteen of the 15 riders in the 
first Kentucky Derby were African 
American and African American 
jockeys captured 15 of the first 28 
Derby wins. These men captured 
the prize in countless contests, 
including the Belmont, the Preak- 
ness and the Kentucky Oaks. 

Belair Stable, located at 2835

GHI Home Energy Survey 
Receives Record Response

Concerns about soaring energy 
costs and the need for greener 
and more efficient methods for 
insulating, heating and cooling 
their homes motivated over 40 
percent of the members of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. (GHI) to re- 
spond to the co-operative’s recent 
home energy survey. The enor- 
mous response was the largest the 
co-op has had in decades to any 
single membership issue. 

“The level of response [to the 
survey] was outstanding, excep- 
tional, beyond our expectations,” 
said GHI Assistant General Man- 
ager Eldon Ralph. Responses 
from 674 households had been 
received as of February 13. The 
GHI community has 1,600 homes, 
primarily townhouses. 

The survey was undertaken to 
facilitate a major rehabilitation 
project to make its homes more 
energy efficient. Chief priorities 
for the rehab are upgrading insula- 
tion and modernizing the electric 
baseboard heaters, installed in the 
early 1980s, which are nearing the 
end of their useful lives. 

‘Members’ opinions and ex- 
periences will be primary guid- 
ing factors as we consider doing 
our energy audit and developing 
recommendations for energy solu- 
tions,” said Ralph. 

The historic response to this 
survey, which asked members 
about problems they had expe- 
rienced in heating and cooling 
their homes, was made known at 
the home energy workshop held 


by GHI’s Buildings Committee 
on February 7. Members who 
responded to the survey were eli- 
gible for cash prizes; the drawing 
was held at that meeting, which 
attracted over 80 members. 
Lowering Costs 

The workshop provided mem- 
bers with simple suggestions for 
decreasing their reliance on the 
electric baseboard heaters dur- 
ing the winter months. (“Some 
Low-Cost Tips on How to Save 
on Home Heating Costs” can be 
found at www.ghi.coop.) 

Jim Cohen, chair of the Build- 
ings Committee, reported that 
the committee has developed a 
request for proposal for a home 
energy audit contractor. 

After performing the audit the 
contractor will make recommen- 
dations on the types of heating, 
ventilating and air conditioning 
systems that should be installed in 
the units, as well as on the types 
and thicknesses of insulation that 
should be installed or added to 
attics, walls, roofs, under floors 
and around pipes in crawl spaces. 
The committee will recommend 
a contractor to the GHI board in 
early March. 

Another project that the newly 
formed Buildings Committee is 
studying is division of responsi- 
bilities for additional maintenance 
between members and GHI. Rec- 
ommendations to the board are 
expected in August 2009.
